The Russian Minister of Fisadvo, M. “de 
Witto,arrived bere by special (rain from Moscow 
on the 9th inst., being. accompanied by the 
Military Governor of the local Maritime Dis- 
trict, Lientenant-Genernl N. Sf. ‘Tebitchagoff, 
who returns after u lengthy leave a. stsence. 
Tho Minister and tho Governor were met by 
may of tho local officials, and after the exchange 
of grevtings, drove to the residence of the 
Military Governor; The special traiu whieh 
carried the Minister direct from Mozcow to 
Visdivostock took’ only fuurteen days to’cover 
the distance, while sbout two-und-o-balf doyd 
were spent in stopping to inspect various places 
on the Chineso Lastern Railway, Thos, with 
the presont state of the roxd, 6 fast passenger 
train wight cover the distance from St. Peters- 
burg to’ Viadivostock, including the . usual 
stops, iu about 124 days, With the completion 
of the Baikal contecting line and a further 
improvement of the Chineso pastern Railway 
liso, it will be possible to travel the. same 
distance in Jess than ten days, 

On the 10th inst. by invitation of the

THE FASTEST CRAFT IN THE 
WORLD. : 


Tho new American steam-yacht Arrow js: 
doscribed na the fastest craft in’ the world. 
Recently, over a mile course where vessels are 
isually tested on the Hudson River, the Arrow 
covered a nentical milo in exactly 1 minute 32 
seconds, or at the rate of $9.13 knots an’ hour. 
This is equivalent to 45 statute milea an hour, 
and coustitntes a new record for vessels of uny 
kind whatsoever. The Arrow. is a twin-screw 
yacht 130ft. 4in. in total length, 12ft. 6in, beam, 
3ft.

RAILWAY TRAINING FOR” 
BRITISH : SOLDIERS. 


The report of a Committes, comprising 
Coloncl &. F. Wilson, 1 ieutenant-Colonels H. 
Lyons, A. W. Allen and V. Priestley, which 
recently sat at Simlu to consider the question of 
the training of British soldiexs in Indio in 
railway dutiés, has been published. The Com- 
mittee point out the need which is liable to arise 
for additional trained railway men in cdsé of 
any getieral mobilisation, sud ubserve that one 
lin€ alone -wonld need nearly 2.400 extra aub- 
ordinates: i As it is unlikely that civilians could 
bo: spared on such occasions, it is proposed to 
traiu soldiers when they oun be spared, from 
“their regiments, such midn to be generally those 
who’ would be willing to take ap railway work 
on obtaining thoir. discharge. ‘Lhe Committeo 
recommended: that soldiers wader railway 
training, oc when called out for duty on 
railways? should be treated as on duty- aud 
should recviva fall military pay, including ration 
money ond extra messing allowance as if om 
furlough. his should be provided by Govern- 
ment. ‘hey’ should further receive from the 
railway to. which they ars sttavhed (1) as guards 
and firewen under training forty rupees month- 
ly, and, if eriployed after trainipg, o further sum 
of fiftean rupets monthly as milage silowenco, 
}(2) 8° atation masters and assistant, station- 
masters while under training, fifty-tive rupees 
monthly, and if employed after training, the 
pay of-the appointwent they fill ‘to be subject 
to 8 minimum of filty-five rupees monthly. 
The Committee do not advise training soldiers 
as drivers, a8 for this » long appronti¢esnip 
is “necessary and firemen can fill Vacancies 
as drivers, if trained. men are available 
to. take their places as firemen. Ths Com: 
mitteo advise that only. men with throe 
years etill to serve with the colours should be 
selected fr training, und then only those of 
good churacter, und: possessing at lesst third. |. 
class education certificates. ‘They adviae that as 
many men should be trained as regiments can 
spare ant us railweys can take, and that rail 
ways should grant certificates of competency, 
the men to- ba placed entirely ut the disposal of 
the line during their training and to be lovated 
awoy from barracks, ‘The time to be occupied 
in training is to be generally twelve months for 
firemen und eight months for suoh traffic dnties 
as those of guurds and station masters. Th 
Committes reject aa unworkable the proposals 
made by the Oudh ond Rohilkhand Railway. for 
training a whole company under a captain ond 
two subalterns in railway work, :

DR. SYEN HEDIN’S JOURNEY. * 

To the current number of the Geographical 
Journal Dr. Sven Hedin contributes. a concise 
summary of ‘his remarkable: oxplorations ia 
Eastora Turkestan und Tibet during the last 
three yoars. tix formar jou ney in Contral 
Asin—from 1893 -to 1897—was thonght, a3 he 
modestly observes, to mark an advanco ia the 
geographical knowludgo of these regions, but he 
considers the rewits of this one to be- mush 
more valuably. In it:ho Lins traversed a gront ex- 
tent of hitherto untrodden ground, and has been. 
able, as he justly claims, “ to lift the veil ‘which 
for a thousand year: has hidden vust strotehas 
of the mountainous aud desert regions of the 
heart of.asia.” They are without a rival on the 
surface of the globe. The mountain choina of 
Ceftral Asia raliate from tho Mamirs—the roof 
of the world—like giunt roots from rnold tree 
‘Two of thes», the vast componnd mass 
of (he Himalayasand Karakoram3 and the chain 
of the Kuen-lan, enclosa.the greatest and loftiest 
mountain plateau ia tho world, not a little of 
which overtops Moat Blane, and much ig as 
high above sea . level as the summit 
of the Wetterhorn —a region of scorch- 
ing heat in the anmmer sun, and bitter 
cold. in the winter frost. Butwoon the Kuen- 
Jun and the Thisn-saun is another platear}-more 
level and lower sinking eastward down to the 
great rainless Gobi desert. On his former 
journey, ‘says the Standard, Dr. Sven Hedin's 
explorations carried him over Turkestan from 
the foot: of the Thiaa-shon to the Lob Nor. 
This time be has aot only worked ont many 
points previously incomplete, but has examined 
the desart still furt her east, and explored u large 
area of Eastern Tibet from north ty south. He 
was turued back, though without injury, in 
two attempts to penetrate as far as Lhassa, and 
fiuully made his way westwar! to Leb, ‘Truvell- 
ing in such rogions is very laborious and 
entails much; ‘herdship, yet Dr. Sven 
Hedin’s industty seoms uuaffeoted by fatigue. 
The amount of work he has accomplished 
is- prodigions. His chartographical material, 
he says, consists of not Jest than 1,140 
sheote, which, if arranged ond to.end in 9 row, 
would measure over 1,0U0 feet; 114 astronomital
